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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the submersible pump 
comprising buoyant material, as set forth in claim 17 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,4,6-9,12 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Malone et al 6582145. 

Malone discloses a system for pumping fluid from a well. A submersible pump 
(see col. 2, lines 49 and 50) has a power conduit 30 operatively connected thereto. The 
power conduit has a neutral buoyancy (see col. 4, lines 25-35). A sealing device (see 
col. 3, line 35) is operatively connected to the pump. The sealing device supports a 
pressure differential created by the pump. As to claims 4 and 20, the conduit 30 
comprises a conductor and an insulator. As to claim 6, the sealing device is in the 
casing. As to claims 7 and 8, the pump and sealing device are disposed within casing 
18 that is considered a liner. As to claim 9, the sealing device is a packer. As to claim 
12, the packer is believed disposed above the pump. As to claim 18, a backflow 
preventer is provided (see col. 5, lines 55 plus). As to claim 19, the pump is an electric 
submersible pump. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 5,13,21,25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Malone et al (described above). As to claims 5,21,25 and 26, While 
Malone does not specifically state that power to operate the pump is conveyed down 
power cable 30, it would have been considered an obvious design choice to convey 
power to the pump through cable 30 since power to downhole equipment is commonly 
conveyed through power conduits. As to claim 13, location of the packer above or 
below the pump would have been considered an obvious design choice. 

Claims 2,3,22-24 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Malone et al (described above) in view of Herd et al 2003/0170077. 
Malone does not disclose use of a hydraulic pump. Herd teaches that electric 
submersible pumps and hydraulic submersible pumps are equivalent. It would have 
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been considered obvious to replace the electric submersible pump of Malone with a 
hydraulic submersible pump in view of Herd's teaching that they are equivalent parts for 
performing equivalent functions. As to the power cable being hollow and hydraulic fluid 
pumped down the hollow interior to operate the hydraulic pump, it is believed that would 
be the common way to operate a hydraulic submersible pump using the equipment of 
Malone. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10,11 and 14-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
